|the railroad company has annoyed the 
express company in various ways, and 
finally refused to receive its safes and chests 
unless the railroad company were permitted 
to open and examine the contents, where- 
upon the express company moved an at- 
tachment against the railroad and its vari- 
ous officers for contempt. The greater part 
of last week was occupied in the argument, 
and to-day Judge Gresham delivered his 
opinion; which is interesting as affecting 
the transportation interests of the country. 
He holds that the railroad company and its 
officers were in contempt, but as they were 
acting under the advice of counsel 
he dismisses the attachment at 
their cost.

It cannot 
demand an inspection of the contents of 
such parcels unless it has reason to believe 
the contents to. be dangerous to life or prop- 
erty.
